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King Haakon of 


Norway Dies in 
Sleep at Age 85 


Nation Plunged 
Into Sorrow for 


Idolized Monarch 


OSLO, Norway <L.P)— King Haa­ 
kon VII of Norway died in hi* 
.sleep today at the age of 85, plung­ 
ing into sorrow a nation which had 
idolized its monarch for saying no 
to Hitler and traitor Quisling in 
the face of certain defeat. 
He was the world's oldest reign­ 
ing king and had ruled Norway 
since it won independence from 
Sweden in 1905. 
Stolid Norwegians, hearing of his 
death by word of mouth, radio and 
black * bordered newspapers, stop­ 
ped in the streets, bowed their 
heads, 
removed 
their 
caps 
and 
wept. 
Ill Two Years 
The Danish-born king had been 
suffering for more than two years 
as a result of a hip fracture which 
never healed fully because of his 
age. 
In the last few days a respiratory 
ailment put him on the critical list 
and doctors prepared the people 
for the end. 
His heart stopped at 
4:35 this morning ((11:35 p, rn. 
e.d.t. Friday). 
( rown 
Prince 
Olav, 
Haakon’s 
only child, automatically became 
king and swore allegiance to the 
Norwegian constitution at an ex­ 
traordinary cabinet meeting at the 
palace this morning. 
He agreed, but only on condition 
the people accept him. 
In a pleb­ 
iscite that November, he got 80 
per cent of the votes. 
Shuns Nazi Proposal 
When the military’ forces of Hit­ 
ler's Germany invaded Norway in 
April, 1940, King Haakon and his 
family were forced to flee. 
Hitler sent 
his ambassador to 
see Haakon in person and ask him 
to return to Oslo as puppet king 
with the infamous Nazi Norwegian 
army Major Vidkun Quisling as hts 
prime minister. 
Haakon, then 68 years old and 
nearly exhausted bv the invincible 
Nazi onslaught, gave a simple, one- 
word reply: 
“No.”

NEWPORT. R. I. CP) _ Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower today counseled 
the people of Little Rock, Ark., to 
comply with court-ordered school 
integration “without disorder.” 


The chief executive in a special 
statement expressed his first pub­ 
lic opinion on the withdrawal of 
Arkansas 
National 
Guardsmen 
from Central High School in Little 
Rock in compliance with a tempo 
rary injunction issued by Federal 
District Judge Ronald N. Davies. 
The President called withdrawal 
of the troops by Gov 
Orval E 
Faubus “a necessary step in the 
right direction.” 
“ I am confident,” he said, “that 
the citizens ot the city 
of Little 
Rock and the state of Arkansas 
will welcome this opportunity to 
demonstrate that in their city and 
in their state proper orders of a 
United States court will be exe 
outed promptly 
and without dis­ 
order.” 
The 
President’s statement 
was

by 
his 
press 
secretary. 
James C. Hagerty, at the vacation 
White House here on Narragansett 
Bay. 
Eisenhower conferred early to­ 
day by telephone with Atty. Gen. 
Herbert Brownell Jr.. in Washing­

Hogerty pointed out to reporters 
that the school board was meeting 
in Little Rock today and apparent­ 
ly the White House and the Jus­ 
tice Department were closely in­ 
terested in proceedings.

HELSINKI (UR)— Finland mourn­ 
ed today the death of composer 
Jean Sibelius whose stirring music 
helped inspire the nation in its 
struggle for freedom from Russia 
more than 60 years ago. 
Sibelius, who would have been 
92 on Dec. 8, died of a brain hem 
orrhage at his country home Friday 
night even as British conductor Sir 
Malcolm Sargent was lifting his 
baton to conduct Sibelius’ Fifth 
Symphony at University Hall in 
Helsinki. 
Flags fluttered at half staff to­ 
day throughout Finland and a state 
funeral was planned for the man 
who was revered as the country's 
leading citizen as well as one of 
the great composers of all time 
Telgrams of* condolence poured in 
from throughout the world. 
Known For “Finlandia” 


Sibelius, a tall, bald man had a 
stern face that seemed hewn out 
of granite and he usually was smok­ 
ing a cigar. 
He burst upon the 
Finnish scene when the country

Sibelius was eating a late break 
fast about noon when he suffered 
the fatal hemorrhage, his physician 
Dr. I.aine Ylijoki, reported. 
He 
remained conscious until about 4, 
p. rn. 
W ife At Side 
Dr.* Ylijoki sain the brain hem­ 
orrhage was not expected and the 
aging composer had been in good i 
health in past months following; 
his long illness. 
His wife, Aino, 
and close relatives were present 
when he died. 
He was considered by many as 
the greatest composer of sympho­ 
nies since 
Beethoven. 
His 
last 
‘symphony, the Seventh, appeared 
I as far back as 1925, but there were] 
recurrent rumors in musical circles 
the old master was working on his 
eighth. 
It never appeared. 
His last years have been spent 
at Ainola, the home he built SOI 
years ago in the mountain fastness 
outside Helsinki and which became 
a shrine for music lovers though 
he received only a chosen few in I 
his later years.

ment's biggest price support loan 
in 1956—$1,446,605. 
The loan to Delta 
Pine Land 
Co., Scott, M iss, for 8.967 bales 
of cotton was revealed today in 
the Congressional Record. 
It was more than 
double the 
next largest loan of $705,648 which 
went to South Texas Rice Farms, 
Roshoron, Tex , for 125,160 hun­ 
dredweight of rice. 
Rep. Charles B. Brownson (R 
Ind ), who also made public the 
names of individual farms receiv­ 
ing the largest price support loans 
in 1954 and 1955, put the figures 
in the record. 
He said the Agri­ 
culture Department supplied the 
breakdown. 
Brownson’s figures also showed 
the recipients of the largest loans 
on the nation's two other major 
crops, wheat and corn 
They were: 
— $149,220 to Jackson A: Reinert, 
San 
Luis Obispo and 
Monterey 
counties, Calif., for 75,143 bushels 
of wheat. 
— $138,627 to Richard Gumz, of 
North 
Judson, 
Ind., 
for 
91,202 
bushels of corn, 
Brownson’s figures also showed 
that Morrison & Quirk, Hastings, 
Neb., received loans for both wheat 
and corn totaling $243,700. 
The state with the highest aver 
age corn loan was Arizona with 
$7,164. 
Arizona also topped the 
average for wheat loans with $16,- 
646 
California 
had the highest 
average rice support loan—$18,425. 
No state averages were given on 
cotton. 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T 
Benson has contended that the big 
farmer benefits most from price 
support programs because he has 
the largest acreage. 


Under the price support program 
a farmer can turn his crop over 
to the government and receive a 
“ loan” equal to the support price. 
If the price goes down during the 
marketing season, the government 
is stuck with the crop and the 
farmer can keep the "loan 
How 
ever, if the price goes up the farm­ 
er can pay off the loan and sell 
the crop himself. 
Brownson's figures did not indi­ 
cate whether any portion of the 
individual loans had been paid off 
by the farmer before the marketing 
season ended. 
A farmer does not 
have to get a price support loan 
to benefit from the program. Since 
the loan program takes surpluses 
off the market, it tends to push 
up the market price and extend a 
price umbrella over every produc­ 
er.

But he denied he had been de­ 
feated in what he termed a preven­ 
tive action to preserve the peace. 
“ I’m not beaten,” Faubus told 
a newsman who had put the de­ 
feat question to him bluntly. “This 
fight is not over.” 


Guardsmen left the school only a 
few hours 
after 
Federal Judge 
Ronald N Davies enjoined Faubus 
and two military aides not, to in­ 
terfere with integration. 


Negroes Jubilant 


Negroes on the streets of Little 
Rock were jubilant over Davies* 
ruling Some were openly scornful 
of Faubus. 


Unconfirmed reports circulated 
that a hard core of segregationists 
(among the 1.800 white students at 
Ccnttal 
High 
may start 
trouble 
Monday and that 400 to 600 stu­ 
dents may boycott the school if the 
Negroes are admitted.

Guardsmen, who have kept Negroes 
out of the school three weeks, dis­ 
banded Friday night IO m inutes 
before he announced in a televi­ 
sion and radio speech that he had 
surrendered.

rejected two motions for dismiss­ 
ing the Justice Department’s pe­ 
tition for a temporary injunction.

of violence when

called out troop.- at Central High 
Sept. 2.
